AN INTERESTING CASE.

Expert Testlmony Falls to Establish
Forgery, and Plaintiff Wins.

The guit of Annie Urquhurt against
C. E. Jones, was tried yesterday and
late last night was:submitted to the jary
which soon arrived at a verdict. It was
quite an interesting case, the nction be-
ing brought to recover the sum of about
$700, due on & promisgory note.

The defense put op was that while
Jones had one time owed Mrs. Urguhart
about the sum sued for, that he had paid
the same, and in support of this state-
ment produced a cancelled note, and
claiwed that the present note was a for-
gery. Experttestimony was introduced,
the weight of it being to the effect that
the signature did not appear to be
Jones', but sll hesitating about swearing
it was not. The plentiff eet up that
Jones came to her, add stated that his
other creditors, particnlarly one in Sher-
man county, was pushing him and
about to sue, that if he was given a little
time he could pull throngh, and then
asked that plaintiff eurrender the note
and take & new one in ite place, that by
doiog eo he conld show the note, and by
making his other creditors believe he
was paying off his debts, he could get
time. Mra. Urqubart first objected, but
finally consented and Jones made a new
note, gigning the eame while seated in
his buggy, which plaintiff insists was
the reason of his eignature being some-
what crude,

The cace was well argned, and being
gubmitted, the jury found for plaintiff,
giving her jodgment for the full sum
ened for, and $75 attorney’s fees. W.
H. Wilson for plaintiff, J. B. Hosford for
defendant.

The Coal Question.

Epiror CHRONICLE:
Being deeply interested in the matter

of coa! mining, I bave read with muoch |

interest your valosble editorial on that
subject. Being an gld coal miner I have
ventored a few enggestions, which I ask
Tae Camoxicre, as well as its contew-
porary to print. )

Doubtless the majority of the people
in this city are not aware of the eplendid
sandstone and conglomerate coal meas-
ures lying flat and extending for miles
to the eouth and westward from the
Catholic cemetery, nndisturbed by aoy
eruptions. These coal measures are ex
actly the same as those that cover the
splendid bitaminous coal veins of Van-
couver island, known ae the Wellington
and Nanasimo coal mines, Those mines
farnish more than one-third of all the
coal consnmed on the Pacific coast, and
employ thousande of men.

The whole people of our city are aware
that five of onr townsmen have been at
work about four miles west of The Dalles,
on Chenoweth creek, for several years,
snd have expended several thousund
dollars drilling down through these coal
messures with a steel bit and connect-
ing rode, in search of coal, and by hard
work and perseverunce have reached a
considerable depth, but the fine grain
and hard character of the rock encoun-

tered during the last yvear have been the
ciuge of their mnking very slow pro-
gress; in fact their average drilling for
| the last three months has not exceeded
jone inch a day. This is altogether too
glow, and has demonstrated the fact
that further work ecannot be accom-
plished without the use of a diamond
drill. This will cost about §1,000. Now
these men are aekiog [the people of this
city to fnrnfgh $500, or one-half of the
amount, and they stand ready to put up
the other $300 or more if it requires i,
and will drill the bole to a depth that
will settle the question of coal or no
coal io this neighborhood. None of us
| can gay that these men are asking any-
thing nnoreasonable, for the matter is
one that should engage the earnest and
earliest utlention of our people. They
certainly have the energy to raise
the emall amoant, knowing, as they all
do, that if these men are successfal, ik
will be the crowning glory of this city,
and insure its prosperity tor the next
hundred years. Imagine trains coming
in from the mines half a dozen times a
day and a dozen steamboats barges and
schooners receiving it at our wharvee.
| There would be eight hundred or a
thonsand men at work in the mines.

There is no excuse for leaving this
| matter drop. Fifteen bundred dollsrs
were easily raised here for celebrating
the opening of the Cascade locks, and
self interest should wake the ralsicg of
$500 an easy task.
